been deluded by a series of chimeri- 
cal crises, the British public is com- 
ing to the belief that Italy finally 
has reached the point of a momen 
toas decision in the matter of her re- 
lations to the triple alliance. 


Early today London was informed 


unofficially that Italy a week 
ago 


had denounced this alliance. When 
this step failed to produce further 
concessions from Austria, there oc- 
curred the resignation of the Italian 
cabinet. 
London is now 
awaiting 


breathlessly news from Rome of the 
final break. 


The note of President Wilson to 


the German government divides edi- 
torial attention in the London papers 
today with the Italian crisis. 
There 


is unanimous gratification 
in 
the 


press with the contents of the Ameri- 
can communication. 


The only criticism consists of re- 


gret that it should have contained a 
paragraph testifying to the belief of

rules of warfare in the past. 


London observers are of the opin- 


ion that the Russian situation today 
is perceptibly brighter and this in 
spite of the fact that the Austro-Ger- 
man victory in West Galicia

if they did not fear the penalty. But 
there is no penalty for breaking in- 
ternational law. An 
international 


police force may some day maintain 
by force the validity of such codes of 
rules as may be agreed upon, but it 
may be many \ears before any such 
force can be created. 


A strong public sentiment is al- 


ways enormouslj helpful in maintain- 
ing any kind of a code.

life, law is not the only thing that 
keeps the banker or the business man 
honest. 
They know 
that trickery 


will hurt and 
perhaps 
r.iin 
their 


business. 
Consequently the 
great 


bulk of every day business transac- 
tions are square and on tue level, not 
so much from fear of law-, as from 
fear of public sentiment and loss ol 
reputation. 


In the matter of keeping national 


agreements, sentiment 
seems lest 


well defined. 
Formerly no nation 


ever thought of keeping pledges when 
they were contrary to its interest. 
During the past century there has 
been a decided advance in this par- 
ticular. 
But Europe 
has 
always 


scoffed at such promises. 
When the 


United States promised to retire from 
Cuba, few of the foreign diplomats 
believed the pledge amounted to any- 
thing. 
But it did. Yet there are 


plenty of people in our country who 
•would favor the breaking 
of 
an> 


national pledge, if they felt it would 
temporarily help American interests. 


Here then appears the task of each 


citizen in the present world catas- 
trophe. 
It is to do his 
share 
to 


create public sentiment in favor of 
the most rigid keeping of national 
agreements. 
Breaking of interna- 


tional law should become as disgrace- 
ful as stealing money from a bank. 
Let it become 
point of honor, to 


support no man for United States of- 
fice unless he has a clean record on 
this world issue.

farm, and if my memory serves me 
riaht. wp have had some such dis- 
1 utes as abo\e referred to in Lick- 
ing county. 


Establii-h a world's court for the 


settlement of international disputes. 
K\ery nation to disarm, every nation 
to con fributo to the maintenance cf 
this court and an alternation army 
-and navy under control of this court. 
If no nation is allowed to

manufacture arms it would not be

peace." The time will come when the 
nations now at war will sue for peace 
and when that time comes 
public 


sentiment must be such in this coun- 
trv as to take the lead in tbe estab- 
lishment of treaties and 
a world's 


court which if it does not insure the 
peace of the world for all time 
to 


come wouhl at least insure it 
for 


many years to come.

Alexander Eckert, 29 years old, a 


son of Frank Eckert, and a glass 
worker by trade, living on Oakwood 
avenue, was killed at 2:50 p. in., Fri- 
day, 
when fourteen cars of freight 


train No. 32 dn the B. «* O. were de- 
railed at Belmont Station, just east 
ot Barnesville. 
Eckert was one of a 
number ot 


train riders occupying one of the box 
cars, none of whom came out of the 
wreck uninjured. 
James Hope, 40 


years old, of Jacksonville, O., was 
also killed. 
The others of the party were Thos. 


Harris, Gloucester, O.; H.. A. Lucas, 
Allendonia; Ralph Fulton and James 
Gallagher, of Stewartville. 
Harris is 


fatally injured, having suffered a 
fractured skull. 
Lucas suffered a 


broken arm and the others serious 
bruises. 


When the derailment occurred the 


box car occupied by Eckert and his 
companions was the most 
seriously 


damaged. 
Eckert, it is said, was on 


his way to Byesville, O., in search of 
work. 


None of the train crew was injur- 


ed. •Conductor R. R. Jakeway and 
Engineer M. E. Welsh were in charge 
ot the train. A broken draw bar is 
believed to have been the cause of 
the wreck. 
The first reports reach- 


ing Newark in regard to the wreck 
&tated that the train riders numbered 
20 men, but according to the state- 
ments given out at the local super- 
intendent's otfice here in Newark, 
thefae early reports are discredited. 


The wreckage blocked traffic for 


several hours, necessitating the de- 
touring of the passenger trains into 
Newark by way of Uhrichs\ille, over 
the Pennsylvania tracks. 


Eckert's body will be brought to 


Newark today, when funeral arrange- 
ments will be made.
